where they haue bzoken vp a Stable, and taken out Hoꝛſes of diners Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
within our Tbwne of warwicke, And no doubt but doe pꝛoceede further in their purpoſes, ſecking 
to raiſe ſome Rebellion in our Realme, and will with many fained and falſe Allegtions ſeeke to ſe- 
duce diuers of our Subiects, eſpecially with ſhew of Religion : Although wee are by good experi⸗ 
ence ſo well perlwadedof the Loyaltic of diuers of our Subiects (though not pꝛofeſſing true Keligi⸗ 
on) that they doe as much abhoꝛre this deteſtable conſpiracic as dur Selke, and will bee ready to doe 
their beſt endenours (though with expence of their blood) to ſuppꝛeſſe all Attemptoꝛs againſt our 
lafetie and the quiet of our State, and to diſcouer whomlocuer they ſhall ſulpett tobeofRebellious oz 
Lraiterous diſpoſition: Yet haue Wee thought good by this our open Declaration, to giue war⸗ 
ning and aduertiſement to all our Subiects whatloeuer, of that hoꝛrible purpoſe of Perties and his 
tomplites, and to diſtinguiſh betweene all others, talling themſelues Catholickes, and thele deteſta- 
ble Traitours: And therefoꝛe doe denounce and publiſh all the perſons hereunder named, Adhe- 
rents to Percy, to be Traitours knowen, and that all others are inthe ſame caſe, who ſhallin any 
wile either receine ,abbette, cheriſh, entertaine , oz adhere vnto them, o2not doe their beſt endenours 
/ to appzehend and take them. = | 
| Wherefoze wee will and commaund all our Lieutenants, Deputy lieutenants , Sheriffes, Juſti⸗ 
tes of Peate, Maioꝛs, Bayliffes ,Conſtables, and all other our Officers, Miniſters and louing Sub⸗ 
iects to take knowledge thereof, and to doe their beſt duties herein, as they will anlwere the contrary 
at their vttermoſt perill: Not doubting, but that they all, without regard of their pꝛetente of Relt- 
gion, will with one heart and will, employ themlelues foꝛ the luppꝛeſſing, appꝛehending, detecting, 
and diſcouering of all ſoꝛts of perſons any wapyes likely to bee pzinie to a Treaſon ſo hatefull to God 
and men, and implying in it the vtter ſubuerlion of this Nealme, and dignitie thereof, 
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And where Wee doe heare that 8 
fo. matter of Religion; andthat fozreine Pꝛintes our neighbours are intereſſed therein, which Ru- 
11925 are diuulged by buſie perſons both toſcandalize the Amitie wherein wee ſtand with allChaiſtt- 
An Pꝛintes and States, and to giue vnto lewde perlons hope that they chall be backed in their enter⸗ 
*p2iſes by great Potentates: We doe declare, that wee tannot ad mitte ſo inhumane a thought, as to 
:conceine that any Pꝛinte, of what Neligion ſoeuer, could giue eare to ſo Sauage and Barbarous an 
imagination: Aud that by ſuch examinations as hitherto haue beene taken, wee linde them all, and 
their miniſterscleere from any ſuſpicionof pꝛiuitie thereunto: whereok one infallible argument to vs 
is, that all the Miniſters of foꝛraine Pꝛintes, which are now here, made earneſt ſute to vs to bee pꝛe⸗ 
ſent in the plate that day. And therekoze we do admoniſh and charge all our Subiects, that they ſhal 
not ſpeake of any the Pzinces our neighbours, oz their Ambaſſadours, other wile then reuerentlp, 
vpon paine of our dilpleaſure, and to bee puniſhed as perſons ſeeking the diſturbante of the Peate, 
wherein We line with our layd Neighbours, 
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Giuen at our Pallace of Weſtminſter, the ſeuenth day of Nouember, i in the third 
yeere of our Reigne of Great Britaine, France and Ireland.
